“In 1925 there were about 
2500 people here, that’s when 
I had a paper route,’’ David 
L. Roess, native Sierra Ma¬ 
drean said recently. 

Roess, who was born on 
Laurel Avenue July 6, 1912 
is one of the candidates for 
Centennial King. 

He is enjoying his 43rd year 
in business in Sierra Madre 
since he and his father, Fritz, 
purchased the grocery store 
February 10, 1938 from 
George Norris. 

Why has he stayed in Sier¬ 
ra Madre all these years? Be¬ 
cause it’s a friendly town, it’s 
away from the big city and 
it’s a good place to raise 
kids, he says. 

And he should know since 
he attended Sierra Madre 
Elementary School as a child, 
then went to John Muir and 
Pasadena High from which 
he graduated in 1930. Then 
he and Mary, whom he mar¬ 
ried in 1949, decided to stay 
here and raise their son and 
four daughters in the same 
town. 

Reminiscing is something 
everyone likes to do, and 
Roess remembers when peo¬ 
ple came from Long Beach 
to go into the canyon on vaca¬ 


tion. Soon, he says, they 
called the canyon “Little Long 
Beach.’’ He also remembers 
tents pitched up in the can¬ 
yon by people who migrated 
there to get well from lung 
ailments. 

The Red Car took citizens 
back and forth until the popu¬ 
larity of autos and the Pasa¬ 
dena freeway made the old 
Red Car obsolete, he remem¬ 
bers. 

In the old days, at least a 
decade ago, before the city 
passed a sign ordinance, there 
were banners all around the 
lot and store. That personal 
type of advertising is now 
gone he says shaking his head. 

Roess served in the Navy 
in the Pacific during WWII, 
then when he came back and 
returned to the business, he 
was a member of the Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce for years, 
serving as vice-president and 
treasurer. 

He’s proud that his store 
with Arnold’s Hardware 
sponsored the Little League 
Braves from 1962 to 1970. 
“They were champs in ’67, 
’68 and ’69,” he says proud¬ 
ly.

A former Sierra Madre resi¬ 
dent was booked on suspi¬ 
cion of the murder of Donald 
DePledge last Friday. 

Bienvenido C. Lugo, 23, 
DePledge’s former room¬ 
mate, was arrested and 
booked at the Altadena 
Sheriff’s Station following 
the identification of an up¬ 
per torso as DePledge’s. 

The County Corner’s of¬ 
fice was called in after a 
gardener at Altadena’s La 
Vina Hospital discovered the 
upper portion of a body 
wrapped in a sheet located in 


a drainage ditch 300 yards 
south of the facility. 

Police believe that the 
body had been buried at the 
hospital for some time and 
had been unearthed for about 
two days. The lower portion 
of the body has not been 
found as yet. 

The body was badly de¬ 
composed and identification 
had to be made by dental 
records. 

DePledge’s disappearance 
as of December 9 was re¬ 
ported the following day by 
Lugo to Sierra Madre Police. 


Immediately following De¬ 
Pledge’s disappearance the 
suspect said he had dropped 
DePledge off at Sierra En¬ 
gineering at 7:30 a.m. De¬ 
cember 9. When he returned 
home at 6 p.m. he said he 
had found the roommate still 
out. DePledge’s vehicle and 
personal belongings were still 
there and the apartment was 
intact.

Sierra Madre will ride the 
waters—at least as a 37,500- 
ton Carlsbad class product 
carrier National Steel and 
shipbuilding Company will 
deliver to Union Oil of Cali¬ 
fornia this year. 

The ship, launched May 2, 
is one of three sister ships 
going to Union Oil. The other 
ships, also named for moun¬ 
tain ranges, are Coast Range 
and Blue Ridge. 

The Sierra Madre will be 
used to carry products from 
the oil company’s refineries 
in Los Angeles and San Fran¬ 
cisco to other West Coast 
ports and to Alaska and 
Hawaii. It’s 650 feet in length 
with a 33-foot draft and a 
carrying capacity of 300,000 
barrels. 

The oil company ordered 
the three vessels in April of 
1979. The keel for the Sierra 
Madre was laid last August. 

More than 400 persons 
were invited to the launching 
ceremony, and after it’s to¬ 
tally completed and after 
necessary sea trials, it will be 
commissioned and delivered 
in November. 

Barry Lane, public rela¬ 
tions persons for Union Oil, 


said that Union Oil’s Donald 
Hanley was keynote speaker 
at the launching while his 
wife, Joan, served as matron 
of honor at the launching. 
Verna Burk, wife of Glenn 
O. Burk, president of West 
Coast Shipping Company, 


sponsored the ship and broke 
a champagne bottle over her 
bow. 

The ship is equipped with a 
bulbous bow to improve 
speed and the steam turbine 
engine will give maximum 
fuel efficiency.
